Pilgrims 
Flock to 
See Pope 

Sea of mourners wait to pay 
last respects to late pontiff 

VATICAN CITY I Pope John Paul II’s body was 
carried solemnly to St. Peter’s Basilica on 
Monday, past a sea of more than 100,000 
pilgrims who waited for hours under a blis- 
tering sun for a glimpse of the late pontiff 
before his funeral and entombment. 

Twelve pallbearers flanked by Swiss 
Guards in red-plumed 
helmets escorted the 
body on a crimson 
platform from the 
Vatican’s Apostolic 
Palace, where it had 
lain in state for prel- 
ates and dignitaries, 
to the basilica where 
the general public will 
pay its respects. 

Incense wafted 
through the church 
where John Paul’s body will be laid to rest 
Friday in an ancient grotto holding the tombs 
of popes of past centuries, after a funeral to 
be attended under heavy security by dozens 
of world leaders, including President Bush, 
and up to 2 million pilgrims. 

As cardinals in their red robes and caps 
filed past the body, bowing and crossing 
themselves, a long line of the faithful slowly 
snaked into the basilica. The Vatican said the 
church would remain open through the night 
to accommodate those determined to pay their

Bush Plans Trip to Vatican 


Becomes first sitting 
president to attend 
funeral for a pontiff 

WASHINGTON! President Bush said 
Monday he will express Americans’ 
gratitude for the life of Pope John 
Paul II when he leads a U.S. dele- 
gation to Vatican City as the first 
sitting president to attend a pope’s 
funeral. 

It will be “my great honor, on 
behalf of our country, to express our 
gratitude to the Almighty for such 
a man,” Bush said. “And of course 
we look forward to the majesty 


of celebrating such a significant 
human life.” 

The president plans to have 
one-on-one meetings with one 
or two other for- 
eign leaders while 
they are gathered 
in Rome the day 
before the funer- 
al, Press secretary 
Scott McClellan 
said. 

Bush recalled 
a trip to the pope’s summer resi- 
dence as one of the fondest memo- 
ries of his presidency. He said even 
though they didn’t agree on every- 


thing, he always appreciated hear- 
ing the pope’s point of view. 

“Of course he was a man of 
peace, and he didn’t like war,” Bush 
said. “And I fully understood that, 
and I appreciated the conversations 

I had with the Holy Father on the 
subject.” 

Bush met with Pope John Paul 

II three times during his presi- 
dency. The pontiff was quick 
to tell Bush about his deep dis- 
agreement with the war in Iraq, 
the abuse of Iraqi prisoners by 
U.S. troops and the president’s 
support for the death penalty.

High Court Rules IRAs 
Shielded From Creditors 


WASHINGTON I The Supreme 
Court gave bankrupt Americans 
another layer of financial protec- 
tion Monday, ruling that credi- 
tors cannot seize their Individual 
Retirement Accounts. 

The unanimous decision shields 
a nest egg relied upon by millions 
of people. The justices said IRAs 
should join pensions, 40l(k)s, Social 
Security and other benefits tied to 
age, illness or disability that are 
afforded protection under federal 
bankruptcy law. 

Justice Clarence Thomas, writ- 
ing for the court, said a bankrupt 
Arkansas couple was entitled to 


keep more than $55,000 in retire- 
ment savings from creditors. He rea- 
soned that IRAs are benefits tied 
to a person’s age under the feder- 
al statute because a tax penalty is 
imposed if a person makes with- 
drawals before age 60. 

Some lower courts had ruled the 
fact that investors can make IRA 
withdrawals made the retirement 
account more like a savings, which 
is unprotected from creditors. 

The ruling comes at a time when 
more Americans are in debt. Last 
year, about 1.56 million people filed 
for personal bankruptcy, compared 
with 875,000 a decade earlier, (ap)

War Hero Given 
Highest Honor 


Sgt. Paul Ray Smith 
posthumously receives 
award for valor in Iraq 

WASHINGTON I Outnumbered and 
exposed, Army Sgt. 1st Class Paul 
Ray Smith stayed at his gun, beat- 
ing back an advancing Iraqi force 
until a bullet took his life. 

Smith is credited with protecting 
the lives of scores of lightly armed 
American soldiers who were beyond 
his position in the battle, on April 
4, 2003, near the 
gates of Baghdad 
International 
Airport. 

On Monday, 
exactly two years 
after Smith’s 
death, President 
Bush awarded 
him the Medal of Honor, the nation’s 
highest honor for valor. 

“We are here to pay tribute to a 
soldier whose service illustrates the 
highest ideals of leadership and love 
of our country,” Bush said. 

Smith’s widow, Birgit, decided

that the couple’s 11 -year- old son, 
David, would accept the medal on 
his father’s behalf. 

“It was a very easy decision for 
me because, after all, he’s the man 
of the house now,” she said Monday.

“They’re so grateful for 
what Paul did that day,” she said on 
ABC’s “Good Morning America.” 

It is only the third Medal of 
Honor given for actions since the 
Vietnam War, and the first from the

Another 

Pope is already being 
hailed as John Paul 
the Great by some 

VATICAN CITY I It’s being proclaimed 
by powerful clergymen, printed in 
newspapers and even tucked into a 
Vatican- drafted homily: Pope John 
Paul the Great. 

A worldwide movement is build- 
ing to honor the late pontiff with 
a title that’s been given only twice 
— and to predecessors who led the 
church more than 14 centuries ago 
and both became saints. Could John 
Paul II become the third? 

That depends on the will of fol- 
lowers and church leaders rather 
than any formal process, experts in 
Vatican law and tradition say. 

A canon law authority, the Rev. 
James Conn, noted there is no “code 
or procedure” to add the title. “It’s 
more of a popular acclamation,” 
said Conn, who teaches at Rome’s 
Pontifical Gregorian University. “It 
gains strength and credibility each 
time it’s proclaimed.” 

Which is becoming often. 

Italian newspapers Monday were 
filled with the honorific. “The long 
farewell to John Paul the Great,” 
read the headline in Corriere della 
Sera. The official Vatican newspa- 
per, L’Osservatore Romano, called 
him “John Paul II, the Great.” 

The text for a Mass on Sunday 
in St. Peter’s Square called the late 
pope “John Paul the Great,” but the 
reference was dropped by Cardinal 
Angelo Sodano when he delivered

the homily. No explanation was 
offered by the Vatican, but Holy 
See texts are considered official 
even if not read aloud. 

Many consider John Paul’s legacy 
— including his global travels, writ- 
ings on church teachings and stands 
against communism — a modern 
equivalent to the profound marks 
left by the early popes known by 
the honorific title. 

The 5th- century Pope Leo I, or 
Leo the Great, was known for his 
unwavering defense of the funda- 
mental theological concept of Christ 


having two distinct natures, divine 
and human. He also persuaded 
Atilla the Hun to spare Rome and 
managed to save many Romans dur- 
ing a later rampage by Vandals. 

The other pope to carry the title, 
Gregory I, used the church’s vast 
holdings to help starving citizens 
of Rome during battles with rival 
states. Before his 14 -year papa- 
cy ended in 604, he also strongly 
defended Rome’s primacy over the 
seat of the eastern congregations, 
Constantinople, now Istanbul.

Charles Delays Nuptials to Attend Funeral 


LONDON I Prince Charles’ wed- 
ding to Camilla Parker Bowles — 
beset by problems since it was first 
announced — now has been post- 
poned a day to avoid conflicting with 
the funeral of Pope John Paul II. 

The wedding, which had been 
scheduled for Friday in Windsor, 
west of London, will be held 
Saturday, Buckingham Palace 
announced Monday after the Vatican 
set the pope’s funeral for Friday. 

Charles will represent Queen 
Elizabeth II at the funeral, the

Campaign 
To Be Like 
No Other 

Secretive conclave to 
elect new pope may 
evolve in new era 

N E W Y 0 R K I For anyone used to glad- 
handing politicians and boisterous 
campaigns, the conclave to choose 
the next pope will be an election 
like no other. 

Beginning in a couple weeks, 117 
cardinals will select the next leader of 
the Roman Catholic Church, far and 
away the world’s biggest Christian 
denomination. But if they obeyed the 
rules, none of the church leaders ever 
discussed a successor to John Paul 
II while he was alive. 

The church tries to play down 
the political aspects that are inevi- 
tably involved in selecting any lead- 
er. Overt campaigning for the job 
remains unacceptable and would 
kill a man’s chances. 

The race is further complicat- 
ed by the fact that the College of 
Cardinals has its largest crop of vot- 
ers in history, and the most varied, 
hailing from 52 nations. 

Clues to front-runners will be 
hard to come by, though modern 
technology may offer a bit of help. 
The election will drawthe most mas- 
sive media corps ever for a conclave, 
creating enormous pressure on car- 
dinals to grant interviews, (ap)

Military: 16 Hurt in Jail Clash 


Al-Sadr s supporters 
allegedly involved in 
fight at Camp Bucca 

BAGHDAD I Prisoners at Iraq’s larg- 
est detention facility protested the 
transfer of several detainees deemed 
“unruly” by officials, setting tents on 
fire in a disturbance that injured four 
guards and 12 detainees, the mili- 
tary said Monday. 

Friday’s protest at Camp Bucca, 
which holds about 6,000 prison- 
ers, caused only minor injuries 
before being brought under con- 
trol, authorities said. It was the 
third major incident at an Iraqi 
prison in three days. 

Murtadha al-Hajaj, an official 
at radical Shiite cleric Muqtada 
al- Sadr’s office near Camp Bucca, 
said several al-Sadr supporters were 


wounded during the confrontation. 
He said they were protesting a lack 
of access to medical treatment and 
claimed U.S. guards opened fire. 

U.S. military spokesman Lt. Col. 
Guy Rudisill said he did not know 
if the guards opened fire, but he 
denied that any detainee was 
deprived of medical treatment. 

Last month, the U.S. military said 
guards discovered a 600 -foot tunnel 
leading out of Camp Bucca. No one 
had escaped, authorities said. 

News of the clash came the same 
day a suicide bomber driving a trac- 
tor blew himself up close to the infa- 
mous Abu Ghraib prison, wounding 
four civilians in the second attack 
around the prison in two days, (ap)

Ousted Kyrgyz Leader Formally Resigns 


M 0 S C 0 w I Askar Akayev signed his 
resignation as Kyrgyzstan’s presi- 
dent Monday, lawmakers said, rais- 
ing hopes of ending political turmoil 
in the Central Asian country. 

Akayev signed his resignation 
at the Kyrgyz Embassy in Moscow, 
removing the last major hurdle to 


holding new presidential elections, 
tentatively set for June. 

The country plunged into chaos 
March 24 when protesters dem- 
onstrating against allegations of 
fraud in parliamentary elections

Commuter Tax Case Argued 


D.C. taxpayers’ lawyers 
say Congress fears 
riling voters in Md., Va. 

WASHINGTON! Efforts to impose a 
tax on commuters who work in the 
nation’s capital but live elsewhere 
moved ahead Monday, as propo- 
nents argued that banning such a 
tax was unconstitutional. 

At the U.S. Court of Appeals, 
attorneys argued that a lower court 
judge erred in March 2004 when 
she tossed out their lawsuit. 


Forty- one states tax out-of- 
state commuters. But Congress 
has banned the District of Columbia 
from imposing such a tax to pro- 
tect the coffers of surrounding 
states which supply much of the 
city’s work force. 

“The interests of Congress’ con- 
stituents in the states and D.C. resi- 
dents are clearly at odds,” attorney 
John W. Nields Jr., who represents 
a group of city taxpayers, told the 
three-judge panel 

If Congress decided the city 
could impose a commuter tax, 


Nields said, lawmakers in places like 
Maryland and Virginia risked being 
voted out of office by angry voters. 
But because D.C. residents don’t 
have a vote in Congress, lawmakers 
would face no such fallout by shift- 
ing the tax burden on them, he said. 

But a Justice Department attor- 
ney argued D.C. is a unique federal 
municipality subject to congressional 
control. It was up to Congress, not 
the courts, to decide whether to come 
up with a different solution address- 
ing the city’s tax inequity, Michael S. 
Raab said, brian westley (ap)

“But I’m convinced 
you will not find him guilty.” 


The government’s case against 
al-Timimi, a U.S. citizen born 
in Washington, D.C., is closely 
linked to its earlier prosecution of 
11 men who were allegedly part of a 
“Virginia jihad network” — a group 
of men who played paintball games 
in 2000 and 2001 in the woods of 
Virginia as a means of training for 
holy war around the globe.

31 Charges Added in Md. Arson Case 


BALTIMORE I A federal grand jury 
added 31 more arson counts to an 
indictment against five Maryland 
men accused in the largest arson 
case in Maryland history, the U.S. 
attorney’s office said Monday. 

The superseding indictment, 
which replaces and expands on 
the charges, also accused the 
alleged ringleader — 20 -year- old 
Patrick Walsh of Fort Washington 
— of possession of a firearm by an 


unlawful user of a controlled sub- 
stance and conspiracy to distribute 
the drug Ecstasy. The superseding 
indictment was returned Monday at 
U.S. District Court in Greenbelt. 

All five men have been charged 
with arson, conspiracy to commit 
arson, and aiding and abetting in the 
Dec. 6 fires at the Hunter’s Brooke 
development in Charles County 
that caused $10 million in dam- 
age. The others are Aaron Speed, 


21, of Waldorf; Michael Everhart, 
20, of Waldorf; Jeremy Parady, 20, 
of Accokeek; and Roy McCann, 22, 
ofMarbury. 

The superseding indictment 
charges them with arson on 31 
more lots in the development than 
the four lots cited in the first indict- 
ment. Each arson charge carries a 
mandatory minimum of five years 
in prison, with a maximum of 20 
years in prison, (ap)

Gore Introduces 
New TV Network 


Former V.P.’s ‘Current’ 
is an attempt to lure 
young, liberal viewers 

SAN FRANCISCO I Al Gore has a plan 
for luring the Internet generation 
back to television: make it more 
participatory by having viewers 
contribute their own video. 

The former vice president and 
longtime Internet champion joined 
investors Monday to announce the 
creation of Current, a cable TV 
channel that will target younger 
viewers with a blend of news, cul- 
ture and viewer-produced video. 

Gore will serve as chairman of 
the board of the new venture, which 
will be based in San Francisco. 

He and Joel Hyatt, the founder of 
Hyatt Legal Services who will serve 
as Current’s chief executive, assem- 
bled an investment team that paid 
$70 million last year to acquire the 
Newsworld International channel 


from Vivendi International. 

The channel, to launch Aug. 1, 
will remain privately financed and 
initially will be available in 19 mil- 
lion cable -subscriber homes. 

“We’re about empowering this 
generation ... to engage in the dia- 
logue of democracy and tell the story 
of what’s going on in their lives in 
the dominant media of our time,” 
Gore said. 

Central to their strategy is invit- 
ing Current’s viewers to supply their 
own video content and helping them 
produce it using editing tools that 
Current will make available on its 
Web site. That video eventually will 
comprise more than half the pro- 
gramming seen on the channel. 

Gore has publicly complained 
about the number of conservative 
voices dominating the airwaves. 

Yet he insisted that Current will 
have no political agenda. 

“It will have the point of view of 
the young generation,” he said, (ap)

I just started with a personal train- 
er yesterday. Is it OK to just use 
one for a few sessions to get start- 
ed and then go it alone, or are there 
a lot of advantages to keeping one 
for quite a while? 

Lots of people, and trainers I 
know, work the way you describe: 
Work with a trainer to establish a 
program, then get periodic “check- 
ups” to make sure you’re staying the 
course. Others benefit from, and can 
afford, working out regularly with 
that trainer, finding it improves 
motivation, compliance and ben- 
efits, as well as preventing injuries, 
discouragement, boredom, etc. If I 
could afford it, I’d work out with a 
trainer regularly. 

For whatever reason, I seem to 
have an annual exercise hiatus 
from about November to March. 

I jump back into my workout as if 
I’m still fit, and it always results in 
soreness, stiffness and sometimes 
sickness. How do I get back into my 
routine safely? 

Come back with middle -time 
cardio workouts at moderate 
intensity — i.e., maybe 25 percent 
shorter than you’re used to and 25 
percent less intense — and spike 
in a few intervals to keep it inter- 
esting. Over the ensuing re -intro- 
duction weeks, gradually boost all 
three: time, intensity and intervals. 
(The above percentages are based 
on my experience, not a scientific 
study.) 

I’m dying to lose weight — about 15 
lbs. or so — by July. Is this realistic? 

One to two pounds per week is 
the guideline for safe, sustainable 
weight loss. At a pound a week, yes, 
you can lose 15 or so by then. Please 
don’t try to lose too much too fast 
— it makes it harder to keep off, 
since losing quickly requires a life- 
style of eating and moving that is 
likely unsustainable.

Swing and a Miss 


New era of baseball 
in Washington begins 
with loss to Phillies 

NATIONALS I If any of the 
Washington Nationals looked up 
while walking toward the visitors’ 
dugout for the team’s regular- sea- 
son debut, they might have noticed 
the framed uniforms of NL teams 
lining the walls. 

Up where a Nationals jersey 
surely will hang one day, there 
was a uniform with “Montreal” 
in neat, red script. It’s been a long 
journey from Canada to the U.S. 
capital, and now that Washington 
has a major league team for the first 
time since the Senators left in 1971, 


it might take a while for everyone 
to get used to the idea. 

The Washington Nationals 
played their first official post- 
Montreal game Monday, opening 
the season with an 8-4 loss to the 
Philadelphia Phillies. 

“We’re making history here. As 
an Expo, at Shea Stadium at the end 
of the year, we were the last players 
to wear that uniform. And now we’re 
the first to wear this uniform,” left 
fielder Terrmel Sledge said. 

Sledge hit the first home run in 
Nationals history, a two -run shot 
off starter Jon Lieber in the sixth 
inning. 

Other Nationals’ firsts included 
Brad Wilkerson with the first hit, 
a single leading off the game, and 


Sledge driving in Nick Johnson with 
their first run on a groundout with 
one out in the second. 

That score prompted a group 
of fans in the upper deck to chant, 
“Let’s go, Nats! Let’s go, Nats!” 

There were plenty of Nationals 
jerseys and hats dotting the full 
house of 44,080; it’s only about 
130 miles from RFK Stadium to 
Citizens Bank Park. 

“The past couple of days, I’ve 
been thinking about the sellout 
crowd — what is it, about 40,000 
people? — watching us playingbase- 
ball,” Sledge said. “I’m geeked up. 
It’s a dream.” 


Getting hits was not a problem 
in Game 1 for the Nationals: Every 
player in the starting nine got at 
least one, including pitcher Livan 
Hernandez. But the 2004 Expos’ 
lone All-Star gave up seven earned 
runs in his 4 2/3 innings and took 
the loss. 

So the first win in Nationals his- 
tory will have to wait for another 
day. Still, there was another “W” 
that the team and its fans were 
pleased to see Monday: that curly 
white letter stitched on their blue 
road ballcaps, reminiscent of 
the letter the old Senators wore.

Sosa gets two hits in opening game in Baltimore

Sosa got two hits, Luis Matos 
homered, and the Orioles beat 
Zito and the Oakland Athletics 4- 
0 Monday. 

Making his Baltimore debut 
after being traded from the Cubs 
in February, Sosa singled in his first 
two at-bats and went 2 -for- 4. He 


didn’t score or drive in a run, but 
his presence delighted the crowd 
of 48,271 — largest on opening day 
in the 13 -year history of Camden 
Yards. 

Sosa is trying to bounce back 
from a bitter season in Chicago, 
where he slumped to .253 with 35 
homers and fell out of favor with 
the organization and fans. 

He helped the Orioles beat Zito, 
who came in 2-1 with a 0.63 ERA 


in four career starts in Baltimore. 
Making his first opening day start, 
the left-hander allowed four runs 
and six hits in six innings. 

Zito was moved to the No. 1 spot 
in the rotation after Oakland trad- 
ed Tim Hudson and Mark Mulder 
during the offseason. 

Rodrigo Lopez scattered 
seven hits over six innings to help 
Baltimore beat the A’s for the first 
time since 2003. Oakland was 7- 
0 against the Orioles last season.

We’ve Got It Made 


Almost. The journey 
from book to movie 
can be harrowing 

ADAPTATIONS I On March 26, 1969, 
a young man named John Kennedy 
Toole connected a hose to his car’s 
exhaust pipe, locked himself in and 
committed suicide. His one novel 
could not find a publisher. 

Years after Toole’s death, his 
mother gave the manuscript for 
“Confederacy of Dunces” to writ- 
er Walker Percy, who passed it on 
to the Louisiana State University 
Press. In 1980, the LSUP print- 
ed about 800 copies of the book, 
which became a best seller and won 
its author a posthumous Pulitzer 
Prize. 

But before the printing, the 
manuscript had found its way into 
the hands of Scott Kramer, then 
a 19 -year- old executive at 20th 
Century Fox. 

Thus began an extraordi- 
nary 25-year journey through 
which “Confederacy” has domi- 
nated Kramer’s life and become 
a Hollywood legend. During 
the time Kramer has worked on 
“Confederacy,” major names have 
come and gone, and millions of 
dollars in development costs have

accrued. Its story is emblematic of 
the problems many major books 
face as they navigate Hollywood’s 
terrain. 

Huge sums of money have been 
poured into literary film projects, 
complicating their futures when stu- 
dios put them in turnaround, or on 
hold. These investments kill many 
literary film projects, often because 
they depend on studios having stable 
regimes that can commit to years of 
development. And sometimes, what 
made a book appear commercially 
viable can change. 


Such is perhaps the case with 
Caleb Carr’s acclaimed 1994 novel 
“The Alienist,” which was developed 
at Paramount, with director Phillip 
Kaufman attached at one point. A 
project insider believes the book’s 
tale, which centers on an 1896 New 
York police psychologist on the trail 
of a serial killer who is murdering 
transvestite -boy prostitutes, is too 
risque for today’s filmmakers. 

Similarly, the red-hot frenzy sur- 
rounding D.M. Thomas’ “The White 
Hotel” — about ayoung woman who 
recounts a violent sexual fantasy 


while being analyzed by Sigmund 
Freud — has evaporated since the 
novel was published in 1981. 

“Projects that are not genre films 
or aimed at specific audiences are 
hard to get financed,” said Scott 
Kramer. He hopes to lock in a 
new financing deal soon and says 
some key players remain attached. 
But his office answering machine 
maybe sadly prophetic: “If you are 
calling regarding ‘Confederacy of 
Dunces,’ that project is now on 
indefinite hold.” Stephen galloway

Now, Polyphonic predicts that

— has more than a few hits under 
the hood of her debut, “Lemon 
Love” (Capitol Records). In fact, 
Polyphonic claims the album is 
“mathematically coherent.” 

I’m not so good at math, but I 
can kind of guess what Polyphonic 
is alluding to. Aslyn has a sweet,

honeyed timbre, kind of like bal- 
lade er Jill Sobule — but without 
those pesky witty lyrics of Sobule’s 
that might turn off people who don’t 
like to think too much about what’s 
going on in a song. 

Aslyn’s record is populated with 
peppy piano accents — sort of like 
Ben Folds’ peppy piano accents — 
but adds armies of strings, percus- 
sion and synths so that the plain ol’ 
piano doesn’t get lonely and listen- 
ers don’t get bored. Aslyn certainly 
sounds like she has boy problems, 
but in that huge adult- contempo- 
rary demo fashion rather than the 
teenybopper version. 

Pleasant. Unchallenging. 
Attractive. That’s Aslyn.

Tigers Without Claws 


Los Tigres del Norte 
skip politics in hopes 
of an international hit 

LIGHTEN UP I During their long and 
storied career, Los Tigres del Norte 
have come to be known not only as 
the premier norteno band, but as 
the voice of the people — fearless 
troubadours who tackle just about 
any subject in their corridos. 

But Los Tigres are seeking to 
expand into the broader, inter- 
national arena with “Directo al 
Corazon,” a more lighthearted 
album than its immediate prede- 
cessors.

This time, the group is banking 
on songs that still have a strong con- 
nection with their listeners but are 
less controversial.

This 
element of reality has enabled the 
group to maintain its relevance for 
more than three decades. 

“I’m interested in knowing what 
people think,” said Hernandez, who 
has been known to accept song ideas 
on slips of paper from fans. “I like to 
know how they are, how they live. I 
listen to them, and I listen to what 
they say about our music, good and

The loss of TV news’ 
heavy hitters may 
have been inevitable 

changing times I A remarkable 
amount of TV news star power has 
dimmed over the past eight months: 
Barbara Walters, Tom Brokaw, Dan 
Rather and Ted Koppel. 

Each has left, or announced a 
departure from, the jobs that gave 
them the most stature, reminding 
television viewers how the business 
has changed in the years since they 
became news celebrities. 

Koppel said Thursday that 
he would leave ABC News and 
“Nightline” at the end of the year. 
Brokaw and Rather both left as 
evening news anchors at NBC and 
CBS, and Barbara Walters gave up 
her perch at “20/20.” 

None of these journalists have 
retired. But none will ever again 
command the audiences they did 
at the peaks of their career. 

Each began their network news 
careers in the 19 60s, when televi- 
sion was new and flush with money 
and possibilities. Americans could 
see the news — and CBS, NBC and 


ABC were the only places on the 
dial to go. 

With the rise of cable networks 
and the Internet, the audience 
for each of their programs faded 
dramatically. “Nightline” reaches 
fewer than 4 million people a night 
this year; a decade ago the viewer- 
ship was 6.3 million, according to 
Nielsen Media Research. 


While “20/20” is still on the air 
and ABC News promises “Nightline” 
will continue, the long-term viabil- 
ity of both programs is in serious 
question without their stars. 

“I don’t think that anyone will 
have the stature that any of these 
anchors have had for the last 25 
years,” said Joseph Angotti, chair- 
man of the broadcast program at 


Northwestern University’s Medill 
School of Journalism. “And it isn’t 
because any of the people coming 
along now aren’t as good or aren’t as 
dynamic. I think the public’s fasci- 
nation with personalities on news- 
casts is beginning to fade, and it’s all 
because of the fragmentation that 
has taken place. There are too many

BOOKS I A longtime New Yorker, 
Lauren Bacall has returned to 
her old stomping grounds — Los 
Angeles’ West side — to hawk her 
new- old book, “By Myself and Then 
Some.” It’s a unique publishing ven- 
ture: The first part is a reprint of her 
excellent 1978 memoir, “By Myself.” 
It is followed by “And Then Some,” 
which brings her life up to date.

Fans of Selena look to 
young generation for 
rebirth of her genre 

When Selena died, some felt the 
Tejano genre of music she popular- 
ized lost its way. Now, a decade after 
her murder at age 23 in 1995, aficio- 
nados say Tejano’s influence could 
revive in a younger generation. 

Selena and her band took the 
Texas border sound beyond folksy 
roots as a Mexicanized polka and 
planted it firmly in Caribbean and 
Latin American pop. With her trade- 
mark versatility and her songwriter 
brother, the sound went urban. 

And while Tejano had been very 
male and macho, Selena became its 
glittering, wholesome diva. “In terms 
of a legacy, she certainly put Tejano 
on the national map,” said Roy Flores, 
a Tejano industry leader. 

To appreciate the Selena legend 
is to understand the cultures on the 
Texas-Mexico border. European 
farmers brought the accordion

when they settled in the early 20th 
century. While many eventually left, 
their polkas remained. 

Coupled with a bajo sexto, or 
twelve -string guitar, the conjunto 
sound developed — similar to the 
“norteno” on the Mexican side of the 
border. In the 1960s, the keyboard 
was added and Tejano was born. 

Selena took that sound adapted 
it to “hit a market at the right time,” 
when Mexican-American girls were 
hungry for an identity, promoter A1 
Gonzalez said. 

“It was the young crowd, the 8- 
to 10 -year- olds that were idolizing 
her, and that’s what really grabbed 
her in,” he said. And with her bro- 
ken Spanish and big smile, Selena 
melted the Mexican market. 

Selena’s brother, A.B. Quintanilla, 
now of the Grammy-winning

What is the schedule of events com- 
ing up this week? 

The funeral takes place Friday. 
We have now entered a period of 
mourning and prayer for John Paul 
II. Most likely on Monday, the car- 
dinals will begin to meet in a pre- 
conclave discussing the formalities 
and the needs of the church. That 
will last until April 17, when more 
or less we shall begin the conclave 
proper. The conclave is specifically 
to pray and to elect. Thereafter we 
leave it to the Holy Spirit until the 
pope is elected. 

Is it true that you don’t have to be 
a cardinal to be considered for the 
papacy? 

Any baptized man is eligible 
to be pope as long as they are pre- 
pared to be ordained as priest and 
bishop. 

Is there a strong African candidate 
as a potential successor? 

Cardinal Arinze is being specu- 
lated upon. I have some doubts only 
because he is a cardinal who works 
at the Vatican. I believe that the pas- 
toral experience of a diocese will be 


key for the next pope. Apart from 
Cardinal Arinze, there is no other 
cardinal that I can really think of 
who would be suitable. 

Was Pope John Paul II the longest 
reigning pope? If not, who was? 

The third longest-reigning pope. 
We believe the longest was St. Peter 
himself, and after him I believe Pope 
Pius IX in the 19th century. 

Why is the pope given an official 
name, such as “John Paul”? How is 
the name chosen? 

When the pope is elected in the 
conclave, the cardinal overseeing 
the procedure will walk over to the 
newly- elected pope in the Sistine 
Chapel and will ask him two ques- 
tions: “Do you accept to be pope?” 
And “What name do you take?” 

Pope John Paul II wanted to con- 
tinue in the footsteps of his two pre- 
decessors, Pope Paul VI and Pope 
John XXIII.
